The civil 
service law has the support of the great body of Americans.

their dead against the ravages of ages 
is a source of amazement and mys- 
tery and many of them have applied 
to Howard Carter, discoverer of Tut- 
ankamun, lor the privilege of exam- 
ining the Pharaoh's body when it Is 
divested of its garb of gold and it» 
bltumenized bandages. 


Embalming in ancient times was a 


much more elaborate and expensive 
process than it- Is today. It required 
three months for Its completion and 
cost $1500. It was a luxury that could 
be afforded only by the rich. 
The 


ancients believed that mumiflcation In 
this life was the only sure means of 
their resurrection In the next. Path- 
etic efforts were made by the poor to 
secure eternal life to their dead. Am- 
erican archeologlsts In Luxor >have 
lately found skeletons of humble peas- 
ants placed near the graves of the 
royal dead. Their relatives, it appears, 
too poor to pay for .embalming, placed 
the bodies near the. graves of the 
nobles in the hope that their poor 
frames would partake of the sacred- 
ness of the nobility and thus rise with 
them in the next life. 


The first step in embalming a borty 


in Pharaohonic days was to place it 
in a powerful saline solution for three 
months! The intestines were then re- 
moved'by means of a sharp edged 
stone, the brain, heart and liver ta- 
ken out and then the body impreg- 
nated with myrrh, accacla, bittumen 
and aromatic oils. It was then wrap- 
pen in a hundred yards of linen soaked 
in preservative. The annointing of the 
mummy was then 
accompanied 
by 


prayers and incantations to the gods, 
led by the high priests.
